NYA-CLERICAL  ASSISTANCE: 

The  matter  of  acquiring  the  assistance  of  young  people  throu^i  the 
National  Youth  Association  has  been  taken  up  with  the  regional  headquarters 
of  that  organization  in  Washington,  and  approval  has  been  granted  for  the 
Division  of  Grazing  to  utilize  the  service  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
Association.  The  National  Youth  Association . is  a  highly  decentralized  or¬ 
ganization.  The  State  supervisors  have  wide  discretionary  power  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  assignment  of  young  people.  All  questions  regarding  the 
service  and  the  obtaining  of  clerical  assistance  should  be  taken  up  by 
regional  graziers  direct  with  the  State  representative  of  the  Association. 
A  report  of  any  actions  along  this  line  is  to  be  furnished  to  the  Washing¬ 
ton  office  for  record  purposes. 

There  are  some  important  requirements  which  must  observed.  It  is 
a  requirement  of  the  service  that  the  young  people  be  assigned  to  worth¬ 
while  duties  and  employed  upon  work  which  will  train  them  for  the  hold¬ 
ing  of  jobs  or  the  performing  of  duties  which  might  make  them  self-support¬ 
ing  insofar  as  possible.  The  service  is  for  emergency  purposes  only  and 
is  not  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  permanent  employees  or  for  undue  periods  of 
time.  The  observance  of  these  requirements  in  the  Division  of  Grazing 
cannot  be  overemphasized. 

Services  of  the  young  people  should  not  be  requested  without  some 
thought  previously  having  been  given  to  specific  assignments  and  office 
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supervision  in  order  that  they  also  may  obtain  some  benefit  from  the  ar¬ 
rangement  . 

The  spirit  of  the  NYA  to  help  young  people  get  oriented  toward  the 
proper  outlook  in  life  and  started  on  worthwhile  employment  should  be  main¬ 
tained  in  all  contacts  and  relations  with  then.

"GROWING-  IIP" 

The  Division  of  Grazing,  a  five  year  old  infant,  ordered  another  pair 
of  long  pants  by  discarding  an  inadequate  administrative  and  accounting 
set  up  in  favor  of  the  most  thorough  auditing  and  accounting  methods  that 
could  be  devised.  From  the  nine  Division  of  Grazing  regions  came  the  prin¬ 
cipal  clerks  of  the  regional  offices  to  confer  in  Washington  from  June  12 
to  22  with  officials  of  the  General  Accounting  Office  and  with  the  account¬ 
ing  employees  of  the  Washington  office. 

The  revised  procedures  involved  more  changes  than  the  clerks  had 
anticipated,  but  the  preliminary  drafts  of  the  new  accounting  handbook 
proved  to  be  an  effective  guide  in  grasping  the  principles  and  details  of 
the  new  functions.  In  taking  over  from  the  General  Land  Office  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  collection  and  accountability  of  grazing  fees,  the  Division 
of  Grazing  does  not  take  over  an  old  system,  but  a  brand-new,  self-checking, 
and  foolproof  method  of  fee  accounting,  approved  by  the  General  Accounting 
Office,  taking  full  advantage  of  the  mechanical  accuracies  of  bookkeeping 
machines.  This  procedure  establishes  the  District"  Office  as  a  functioning 
auxiliary  of  the  regional  office.  The  district  also  becomes  the  unit  in 
the  accounting  for  the  regular  -salaries  and  expense  appropriations,  while 
in  the  CCC  accounting  the  unit  remains  the  individual  camp. 

The  transfer  of  accounting  and  collection  functions  from  the  General 
Land  Office  and  from  the  regional  accounting  offices  into  the  regional 
grazier* s  office,  places  under  the  direct  control  of  each  principal  clerk 
every  instrument  of  disbursement  and  collection,  besides  the  purchasing, 
property,  and  project  accountability  already  in  his  hands.  The  Washington 
conference  was  merely  the  initial  step  in  insuring  a  great  degree  of  accu¬ 
racy  in  handling  all  of  these  transactions,  as  the  principal  clerks  in 
turn  must  impart  this  knowledge  to  their  own  forces  in  the  field. 

Every  principal  clerk  actively  participated  in  the  discussions, 
weighing  each  detail  carefully  in  the  balance,  and,  although  there  are  some 
minor  unperfected  details,  everyone  felt  that  he  would  be  stepping  on 
July  1,  1939,  into  one  of  the  soundest  accounting  schemes  ever  devised 
for  a  Goyemment  bureau. 
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James  R.  Kenny,  who  wrote  most  of  the  new  handbook,  was  the  daily 
reader,  elucidator,  commentator,  and  professor,  but  backing  him  -up  were  , 
two  siege  guns  of  the  General  Accounting  Office,  Messrs.  Huey  and  Boone. 

—  Aside  from  the  primary  purposes  of  the  conference,  the  principal 
clerks  were  given  behind-the-scenes  insights  into  the  functions  of  the 
Washington  office,  and,  between  meetings  the  visiting  clerks  were  to  be 
found  in  the  accounts,  personnel,  property,  or  files  section.  The  ladies 
of  the  Washington  staff  were  particularly  attentive  to  the  Western  cowboys 
and  made  them  feel  very  much  at  home.  In  parting,  each  regional  office 
clerk  expressed  his  appreciation  to  every  member  of  the  Washington  force 
for  the  friendly  courtesies  extended  to  him.  These  intimate  contacts  with 
Director  Rutledge  down  the  line  to  every  clerk  were  instrumental  in  unit¬ 
ing  the  eastern  and  western  forces  of  the  Division  of  Grazing.
